the to-called Sherman silver law Immediately 
on the next convening of congress, that we 
commend the attitude taken by both th* past 
and present administration as to a sound gov- 
ernmental policy, that In view of tb< weak- 
ness of our government's present monetary 
system and of the*gravlty of the situation now

Mr. Stanard, in accepting the propo- 


sition, said the millers were more anx- 
ious to make them their customers than 
their competitors in the same line of 
business. As for himself, he liked to 
meet his fellow manufacturers of flour 
in the country. He was free to say 
that the milling business had not been 
very good for the 1«* two or three 
years. He did not tpeak of the un- 
fortunate things that might happen to 
him. He preferred to sit in the sun- 
shine of the good things vouchsafed to 
him. The milling business was a pe- 
culiar one. The man in it ought to be 
ironelod, and not too much of a money 
maker or too much depressed if he did 
not succeed in business from January 
to July. Only men should go into the 
business who were specially adapted for 
it He had read that the first flour mill 
used in this country was imported in 
1838, and that the expense discouraged 
the old colonial miller of New England 
from using millstones. 


Great progress had been made, not 


only in the construction of flour mills 
and the machinery, but in the quality 
of the flour. The manufacturing bus- 
iness of the country had been over- 
done.
